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The proposed amendment, adding a double reporter assay for improving sugnal-to-background ratio, raises new issues since a new 
search would be required, or would necessitate further consideration. 

Applicants argue that the claims are drawn to a method of using a double reporter assay for improving signal-to-background ratio to 
identify an agent which modulates activity of a tagret molecule, and reference US 6,063,578 provides a plasmid system comprising dual 
reporters for use in the independent evaluation of transcription replication, wherein the effect of the transcriptional regulator on the second 
reporter is less than on the first reporter. 

Applicant's arguments are not found persuasive for the following reasons. There is no indication in the method steps how the signal-to- 
background ratio is being improved. The language is found in the preamble as an intended use. Furthermore, US 6,063,578 and US 
200501 18690 combined teach all the steps in claim 1. Therefore, it is assumed that their method could also improve signal-to- 
background ratio. 
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
